Fort February 

Yesterday I gave you a very nestily Written 
account of the siege of Fort Donelson, of the 
desperate efforts of the rebels to cut their 
way out, of their success on Saturday forenoon 
and their repulse in the afternoon. In an 
account 80 hastily written, amid excitement 
and confasion, with a grand burly-burly all 
around, it would be strange if I did not omit 
many things essential to a clear understanding 
of the engagements. I fear, also, that the 
impression will prevail that only a few regi- 
‘ments took part. Ifear that some who be- 
haved with great bravery and rendered essen- 
tial service were forgotten in my account; but 
let me assure all hands that I intended no 
omissions. There were some soldiers and 
officers who doubtless thought that absence of 
body was, under certain cirenmetances, quite 
as good, if not better, than presence of mind, 


and acted accordingly. If ao, let us hope that 
they will think diderently upon another occa- 
sion. 


There was one scene that will remain in 
memory foreyer—that of Sunday morning 
when the Stars and Stripes were flung to the 
breeze above the ranrparts of jthe fort. I was 
in a position where I could see the oceupation 
of the surrendered fortress and the works be- 
yond. Stand with me for fifteen minutes opon 
the deck of the New Uncle Sam—the head- 
quarters of General Grant. It is just nine 
o'clock. The day is mild anda gentle breeze 
is blowing from the South. The sun is shiniog 
through a cloudless sky. Far away, beyond 


sbip and shore, church bells are calling wor- 
shippers to the house of God; but here, 6/) 
thousand men are standing in breathless ex- 
pectation of an event which, in its results, is 
to have an abiding influence upon nations and 
peoples, for al) coming time. They stand at 
one of the great turning points ef time. 

Just ahead of us are the gunboats, moving 

slowly agalnat the stream. Next to them are 
we, bebind us are twenty stately steamers. all 
rolling out black volumes of smoke and white 
vapory clouds—their ponderous wheels keep- 
ing time to the roll of the drum and the crash- 
ing of bombs far up the ridgés of land above 
Fort Donelson. 

Standing on the deck, you cam see, a half 
mile distant, regiment aftcr regiment of men 
in blue, with waving, banners; their own be- 
loved regimental standards, and the starry flag, 
» bose hues were bora of heaven. A regiimcnot 
of Federal Cavalry winds around the brow of 
Donelson. A battesy of artillery comes in 
and takes easy position near the newly .made 
embankment. There are two white flags 
above the fort, and now a third is raised—the 


brave men, yesterday at this hour, gave up 
their lives, From all around—from the land, 
on our own boai, from the newly arrived regi- 
ment on the Champion steamer, from the cav- 
alry, the artillery, and infantry, there is a wild, 
long, continued, glorions hurrah, and answer- 
ed by the cannon of cur owd boat, and from 
the artiery upon the heights above. It is a 
glorious moment—e morming which 
will live in history. You may be sure that 
although T believe in keeping Sunday, I kept 
it om this cecasion with a hurrah. 

The Uncle Sam proceeded up the stream to 
Dover landing. 1 was one of the first to jamp 
on shore, and was not long ip mingling with 
the crowd of rebels. Now I dare say that 
you would ask, if I should see you, how they 
looked ** ] wilh anticipate it by saying that 
they looked rather streaked, as Hoses Bigiow 
would say. 

I campot give you a daguerreotype of the 
scene. Running up the bank, I came upon a 
equad of soldiers shivering by a smouldering 
five. They were dressed in grey pants, of 
negro cloth, with a atrip of black cotton 
braid down thedegs, Their,coats were frocks 
of the same weterial—a snuffy brown—colored 
with butternut bark. It was not a preposses- 
sing outfit. They wore slouched hate. They 
showed that they had had a hardtime. Their 
blankets were of all sizes, shapes, materials 
and conditions. Some had white cotton 
blankets, with the smallest poseible mixture 
ol wopl—white once, but painted a Spanish 
brown by frequent contact with the mud. 
Their were old bed quilts, which their grand 
mothers bed patched yeirs ago—new bed 
quilts, which in mistaken patriotism had been 
given to the sinking cause, common Guernsey 
cloth biankets, pieces of cotton and woolen 
carpeting, which had evidently been scized 
upon in some store, 

Just beyond was the commissary’s dcpart- 
ment. There were barrels of flour, sides of 
bacon, and afew barrels of beef. Here Floyd 
took eteamer and made his escape. Here was 
a crowd of bangry stragglers, who had been 
left behind in the fight, and who had come 
down from their regiment- to help themselves 
to a breakfast, 

Some were cutting slices of fat pork, which 
were devoured with a relish, sech as Dr. 
Kane's companions might have had. Some 
were lying at full length on the sacks of corn, 
unminéfal of all that was going on around, 
thinking, 1 dare say, of the peaceful homes 
they bad left, and of the unexpected disaster 
which had overtaken them. I could but pity 
the poor wretches. 

The Tennesseeans were more cheerful thau 
the Mistissippians. I conversed with them. 
One said be was glad it was over. He didn't 
care what became of him, only he was glad he 
had pot got to fight any more. A Missisippian

line. It was more an exhibition of fancy on 
the par® of the engineer than « dirplay of 
common sense or scientific attainments. The 
sketch which I send was taken with a view to 
represent the different angles, and although a 
compass and measering chain would dou bticss 
vary, yet they are approximately accurate. 
Such a work, unless defended by a large body 
of men, would be an element of weakness in- 
stead one of strength In field fortifica- 
tions there must be concentration instead of 
dispersion. I spoke of the guns ia the fort 
in my letter of yesterday. 

Deecending the hill I reached the water bat- 
terics, and commenced at the lower one near- 
est the river. I could but admire the position 
which had been salected —needing 80 Little la- 
bor to make an approach by the river an in. 
possibility. I looked along the immense 125- 
pound gun, adjusted with great precision, and 
conl@ imagine how easy it would be bore 
successive holes through any gunboat which 
ehuuld have the temerity to approach. 

The cight 32-pounders were ranged 
above me like euccessive steps of a 
stairway. It was to see that if a shot 
from the gunboats ghould strike a foot or two 
below the embrasure of the trench, it would 
prove harmless, and equally harmiecss if it 
should strike above. I wondered that Com- 
modore Foote was able to silence the lower 
guns, and J also wondered that the boats were 
not all of them sent to the bottom. 

Contiuing my ramble, I eame upon a rebel 
Kentucky regiment, which was burying its 
dead. - There were six corpses lying in a pile, 
thrown together as you would toss sticks of 
wood. How strange it is that man becomes 
indifferent to the death scenes of the battle 
field. The regiment paid no heed to the dead. 
The men who were digging the shallow graves 
were smoking their pipes and laughing, to all 
appearance as unconcerned as if digging post 
bolos. ‘ 

Passing on I reached the outer line of 
defenses—the rifle pite where Lanman’s 
brigade covered themselves with.glory. I fear 
that in my account yesterday I did not make 
sufficiently clear to your readers the move- 
ment by which the rebels were routed. His 
whole brigade moved up the ascent—not 
simply one regiment and they moved with a 
determination anda will which could not be 
resisicd. Asa gemeral rule it requires more 
coursge to receive a charge than to make one. 
To stand still and see men moving in solid 
columns, with glittering lines of bayonets, 
right upon you, requires great courage. Few 
men have the nerve for that. But when men 
ere in motion, when they feel that they have 
in their hands a weapon firmly set, they graap 
it with desperate energy. Their nerves be- 
come steel, their muscles iron. They forget 
danger, strain every nerve and rush ou with a 
power like that of our swollen streams. Every 
thing goes down before such.men. Most 
skilled commanders anticipate a charge, aod 
move to meet it, knowing that action 
strengthens the nerves and fibres of the 
bumen system. I counte® ten dead bodies of 
those of our troops which fell before the 
enemy's fire in front of the pits. Behind the 
pits were those Confederates, lying some face 
downwards, as If kiesing their mother earth, 
to whose kindly embrace they had returned 
after }ife’s fitful fever—after their duty to their 
country in its hour of danger; others with 
their jaces beaven, as if looking up to 
the Great Father of us all. Some were lying 
upon their sides as ifin siumber, There was 
one with a quiet smile upon his face—e middie- 
aged man, By his side there was 3 horse, its 
head tern off by a cannon shot. There was 
the living.

I felt the same influence, and stepped upon the 
pools of blood, and trod the crimson gore al- 
most as unconcerned. Who can explain the 
anomaly which makes us kind, considerate, 
tender, moved st the sight of suffering, in 
times of peace, while in war we are devils? 
I bear men say all around me that it was« 
fearful fight, which I can well believe, but I 
can hardly accept it as one of the bloodiest on 
record, as some assert. Having been over the 
ground and examined the scene of confhict, I 
hazard the opinion that the loss on the Feder- 
side will not exceed three hundred 
rebel lows is abou same.
